My  dear    j.  ./arren: 

Since  last  writing  to  you,  I  have  found  some  records  v/hich  to  me 
indicate  that  William  Hanks  of  Bedford  County,  Pennsylvania,  v/as  the  son 
of  William  Hanks  and  his  wife,  Ruth,  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland, 
and  that  tris  grandfat^ier  of  the  Bedford  County  William  was  Peter  Hanks. 

I  am  enclosing  a  munher  of  exhibits  v/hich  I  am  sending  to  you  for 
your  inform.ation.     V/hile  these  records  may  not  help  you  in  connection 
v/ith  the  Liiacoln  :-{'--!.i:ks ,  I  feel  that  anj"  information  -vhich  will  straight- 
en up  any  branch  -of  the  Hanks  Family  will  at  least  be  a  step  in  the  right 
direction,  if  only  by  elimination, 

I  have  not  had  the  time  to  pursue  my  searches  any  further  than  indi- 
cated in  the  enclosed  data.     With  the  exception,  however,  that  I  find  a 
number  of  Shipleys  livin;.;  in  the  same  vicinity  in  Anne  Aru.ndel  County. 
There  were  as  many  as  sixty- four  patents  issued  to  various  Shipleys. 
1  v/ill  try  to  straighten  the  Shipleys  out,  and  see  if  there  Viras  an^'  inter- 
marriage between  the  Shipley  Family  and  the  Hanks  Family. 

Peter  Hanks  and  his  wife  and  three  children,  Peter,  "William  and  Eliner, 
v/ere  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  as  early  as  1729  (see  Exhibits  1 
and  2 ) . 

Peter  Hanks'  daughter  married  Robert  llelson  (see  Exhibits  1  and  4). 

Peter  Hanks,  the  younger,  died  shortly  after  his  father  and  appar- 
ently left  no  children,  as  he  died  intestate  and  his  property  thus  be- 
came vested  in  his  brother,  William. 

V/illiam  Hanks  was  a  planter  and  acquired  considerable  property  in 
the  f>reat  Fork  of  tae  Potuxeiit  River.    Please  note  that  the  Potuxent 
River  is  mentioned  in  the  various  deeds  and  not  the  Patapsco.  'William 
Hanks  apparently  married  and  nis  v/ife's  name  was  Ruth  as  s/iovm  in  Ex- 
hibit Ko.  5.     William  Hanks  sold  practically  all  of    .is  property  in  1761. 
The  exception  seems  to  be  a  tract  of  100  acres  called  "Beyond  Far  Enough," 
wiich  E:diibit  4  shows  was  patented  to  his  brother-in-law,  Robert  Helson. 
For  some  reason,  this  particular  property  v;as  not  sold  in  1761.  It 
seems  tnat  it  v;as  owned  jointly  by  William  Hanks  and  Samuel  Musgrove. 
■,<h.ether  there  v/as  no  buyer  or  '^■'^^^^JH^^^^  otner  reasons  v/hy  the  sale  could 
not  be  consui.imated  at  that  time,  ix  v/as  ^so Id ,  ,  however,  five  years  later,

for  in  1766  V/illiam  Hanks,  of  "Lowden"  Comity,  Virginia,  and  Samuel  T'us- 
grove  sold"  this  particular  tract.     I  have  iDeen  unalDle  to  find  any  record 
of  V/illiam  Hanks'   (the  elder)  will,  and  I  have  been  unable  to  find  that 
7/illiam  Hanks  purchased  any  property  in  Loudoun  County,  Virginia.  Lou- 
doun County  was  taken  from  Fairfax  County  in  1757.     I  have  had  tne  rec- 
ords at  Richmond  searched  for  state  grants  and  I  have  had  the  records  . 
at  tne  county  seat,  Leesburg,  searched  too.     From  information  secured 
from  you  and  from  Dr.  G-onzales  Lodge,  it  appears  that  the  Bedford  County 
William  came  from  Loudoun  County  where  he  had  moved  from  Anne  Arundel 
County,  Virginia.     The  IVilliam  Hanks  mentioned  in  the  wills  and  deeds 
attached  cannot  be  the  Bedford  Co-^jnity  William,  because  he  had  a  survey 
warrant  issued  in  1729,  at  v/hich  date  he  must  have  been  at  least  twenty 
years  old.     This  would  have  placed  the  date  of  his  birth  at  or  before 
1709.     The  Bedford  County  V/illiam  died  1814,  vvhich  would  have  made  his 
age  one  hundred  five  years  or  over,   if  the  two  Williams  were  one  and 
the  same.     In  addition  to  this,  his  first  child  was  born  in  1762,  at 
Vi/hich  date  he  v/ould  have  been  fifty-three,  and  his  last  child  was  born 
in  1781,  at  which  date  he  would  have  been  seventy- tv/o ,  providing  again 
that  the  two  Williams  were  one  and  the  same.     The  evidence  seems  to  be 
conclusive  that  there  were  two  distinct  Williams,  and  my  assumption  is 
tnat  the  Bedford  County  William  was  the  son  of  the  William,  v/hose  trans- 
actions are  given  in  the  enclosed  data. 

If  you  can  give  me  any  information  on  the  following,  I  would  greatly 
appreciate  it: 


Have  you  in  your  records  any  data  which  v/ould  definitely  connect  the 
two  Williams? 

Have  you  records  of  any  Peter  Hanks  in  the  Hanks  Family?    I  have 
CiUite  a  little  data  in  published  works  in  regard  to  the  Hev/  England  Hanks, 
the  Pennsylvania  Hanks  and  the  Virginia  Hanks,  but  have  not  ran  across 
the  name  of  Peter  at  any  place.     I  do  not  know  where  this  Peter  Hanks 
came  from.     He  must  have  been  in  Anne  Arundel  County  possibly  some  little 
time  before  1729,  for  in  the  i^^at^Stxs&s  of  Reverend  \7illiani  E.  Barton  as  he 
applied  them  to  Thomas  Hanks,  of  Virginia,  I  might  say  that  Peter  Hanks 
"had  "been  on  his  plantation  long  enough  to  have  one  of  its  boundaries 
known  as  Hanks  Branch*'"  { see  Exhibit  4). 


If  you  can  give  me  any  information  in  regard  to  the  Shipleys  other 
than  what  appeared  in  Mrs.  Hitchcock's  publication,  it  might  help  in  the 
search  of  this  family's  record.

Jlet  forth  that  a  certain  Peter  Hanks  of  said  County  had  sur- 
veyed and  laid  out  for  him  a  certain  tract  or  parcel  of  land 
called  Beyond  Farr  Enough  lying  in  the  said  County  in  the 
Great  Fork  of  Putuxent  River  containing  one  hundred  acres  by 
virtue  of  an  assigmient  for  that  guantit^^  from  V/illiam  Chap- 
man being  part  of  a  warrant  for  eight  hundred  acres  granted 
the  said  Chapman  by  renev/ment  the  twelftn  day  of  November 
Seventeen  hundred  and  twenty  nine  as  appears  in  our  Land  Of- 
fice but  before  he  sued  out  our  Grant  thereon  he  dyed  and 
before  his  death  made  his  last  T/ill  and  Testament  and  therein 
devised  the  said  land  to  his  son  Peter  Hanlcs  who  soon  after- 
wards died  intestate  by  which  means  the  said  land  by  heirship 
became  the  right  of  fVilliam  Hanks  the  other  brother  who  has 
"by  his  assignment  bearing  date  the  sixteenth  day  of  May

My  dear  r.Ir.  Warren: 

Your  letter  of  June  the  7th  has  "been  received,  and  I  a:n  very  sorry 
that  you  are  una"ble  to  find  the  obituary  notice  or  memoir  of  Rachel  Hanks, 
which  I  understood  was  in  the  Hitchcock  collection.     Should  you  come 
across  this  paper,  v/ould  you  "be  so  kind  as  to  forward  r:ie  a  copy? 

I  have  found  that  Peter  Hanks  married  in  1704  Mary  Beez,  and  that 
they  had  four  children,  namely,  Lydia,  William,  Sliif'iner  and  Peter.  From 
Peter  the  Elder's  Will,  we  know  that  Signer  married  Robert  Kelson.     From  ' 
the  deeds  of  William,  we  know  that  his  v/ife's  name  was  Ruth,  last  name 
unknown.    From  Peter  the  Elder's  V/ill  and  from  sub3eq_uent  deeds,  we  learn 
that  Peter  Junior  died  soon  after  his  father,  and  that  he  was  unmarried. 
About  Lydia  nothing  was  known  until  recently.     I  discovered  that  in  the  i 
Inventory  of  Peter  Hanks,  John  Martin  and  Robert  ilelson  were  mentioned  as 
relatives.     Robert  Nelson  we  knov/  v/as  the  son-in-law  of  Peter  Hanks,  hav- 
ing married  his  daugiiter  E13riner.     When  I  found  the  Inventory  of  the  Estate 
of  Peter  Hanks,   I  immediately  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  John  Martin  | 
must  have  been  the  husband  of  Lydia  Hanks.     I  therefore  made  some  search 
?nd  ffliwiCa  deed  from  John  i.Iartin  to  Thomas  Worthington  d^ted  October  2, 
1729,  in  v/hich  John  Martin's  v/ife  is  mentioned,  and  her  name  is  given  as 
Lydia.     I  believe  that  this  is  strong  evidence,  if  not  absolute  proof, 
that  John  Martin  was  the  husband  of  Lydia  Hanks,  the  daughter  of  Peter 
Hanks,  and  that  her  death  likely  occurred  sometime  after  1729,  possibly 
between  this  date  and  the  date  of  Peter  Hanks'  Will  (1733),  inasmuch  as 
she  is  not  mentioned.     Of  course  I  appreciate  that  there  is  the  possi- 
bility that  Lydia  might  still  have  been  living,  and  that  she  may  not  have 
been  mentioned  in  her  father's  Will  for  other  reasons.     I  might  also  men- 
tion that  John  Martin  sold  to  V/illiara  Hanks  "ViHaite  Crk  Orchard"  on  March  12,  | 
1733,  and  from  v/hich  deed  I  q.uote:     "At  the  same  time  came  the  v/ife  of 
John  Martin."    The  wife's  name  is  not  raentioned,  and  she  did  not  sign  the  j 
deed.     This  may  have  been  Lydia  or  John  may  have  been  married  the  second 
time . 

In  my  search  for  Hanlcs  data  I  have  not  come  across  the  Shipley  name  | 
in  any  v/ay.     I  have  made  no  atte-mpt  to  search  the  Shipleys  for  Hanks  rec- 
ords. ' 

I  would  be  very  much  interested  to  learn  of  any  step  in  advance  which  i 
you  may  have  recently  made,  especially  af i^:2-c^yonr  tr^p-t^o  Tennessee.

Church  at  Everett,  Pa.    Among  his  parishioners  v;ere  Mr.  and 
Miss  Hanks,  both  unmarried,  who  lived  on  Spring  Street.  I 
recall  that  nr^  father  v/as  very  much  interested  in  discussing 
with  this  family  the  Lincoln  and  Hanks  ancestry  and  that  they 
showed  him  some  old  papers.    This  v»as  of  little  interest  to  me 
at  the  time  as  I  was  engaged  in  trying  to  sit  on  a  haircloth  sofa 
which  was  very  slippery,  and  115^  father  paid  very  long  calls. 
In  recent  years  I  have  v/ondered  v/hat  has  become  of  these  papers 
and  regret  ?/e  do  not  have  them  in  our  manuscript  division. 


Miss  Hanks  had  living  vjith  her  a  girl  whom  I  believe 


was  a  distant  relative  hnd  it  is  wy  understanding  she  inherited 
the  property.    She  became  the  wife  of  either  ex-Senator  George 
Derrick,  President  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Everett  or  else 
she  married  former  representative  Anson  ?;right  of  Bedford. 
Mr.  Wright  is  dead,  but  Senator  Derrick  could  be  reached  by 
addressing  him  at  Everett. 

I  would  be  very  glad  to  knov^  if  you  could  locate  these 

papers.

These  are  the  uncles  that  Fleetwood  hanks 
joined  in  Kentucky,  as  before  stated.
